English  Head  Leaving 


Dr.  Parley  A.  Christensen,  chairman  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity English  department,  will  be  released  from  that  duty  June  1, 
when  he  leaves  for  a six-month  tour  of  Europe,  it  was  announced 
by  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Dr.  Leonard  W.  Rice,  associate  professor  of  English,  will  succeed 
him  as  English  department  chairman.  The  reorganization  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  new  BYU  policy  of  rotating  departmental  chair- 


manships every  three  years, 
President  Wilkinson  said. 

Dr.  Christensen  has  been  chair- 
man of  the  English  department 
for  22  years.  A native  of  Davis 
County,  he  was  educated  at  Lo- 
gan and  in  the  old  Brigham 
Young  Academy.  He  received  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from 
Utah  State  Agricultural  College 
in  1914.  He  received  the  Master  of 
Arts  degree  in  1925  and  the  Ph.D. 
degree  in  1927,  both  from  Stan- 
ford University. 

Nearly  30  Years  Service 
He  joined  the  BYU  staff  in 
1927.  He  is  a former  chairman  of 
the  BYU  Athletic  Council,  and 
has  served  for  25  years  as  faculty 
representative  in  the  Mountain 
States  and  Skyline  Conferences. 

Dr.  Christensen  is  author  of  a 
book  of  essays,  All  in  a Teacher’s 
Day,  and  is  now  writing  another 
book. 

He  is  listed  in  Who’s  Who  in 
America  and  Who’s  Who  in  Amer- 
ican Education.  He  received  the 
award  of  the  Utah  Academy  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  1949  for 
service  to  literature.  His  essay 
“Freedom  in  Our  Time”  received 
the  award  of  the  Freedom  Found- 
ation in  1952. 

He  is  a member  of  the  editorial 
board  of  the  Western  Human- 
ities Review. 

From  Davis  County 
Dr.  Rice  is  also  a native  of 
Davis  County.  He  received  his 
early  education  in  Superior,  Wyo., 
and  Clifton,  Ida.,  schools.  He  re- 
ceived the  Bachelor  of  arts  degree 
at  BYU  in  1941.  He  received  the 
master  of  arts  degree  in  1943  and 
the  Ph.D.  in  1950,  both  at  the 
University  of  Washington. 

He  joined  the  BYU  English 
staff  in  1941.  He  was  valedictorian 
of  his  class  that  year. 

Literature  Specialist 
He  fulfilled  a mission  for  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  to  California  from 
1936-37,  and  served  in  the  U.S. 
Army  in  New  Guinea  and  the 
Philippines  from  1944-46.

Drawings  started  yesterday, 
and  will  continue  today,  9 a.m. 
to  4 p.m.,  in  Maeser  Hall,  Build- 
ing 7.  Girls  must  list  first  and 
second  choice  apartments.  Prior- 
ity of  choice  will  be  given  in  nu- 
merical order  according  to  num- 
bers drawn,  Miss  McCracken  ex- 
plained. 

Girls  in  dormitories,  Heritage 
Halls,  and  campus  co-op  houses 
may  organize  living  groups  or 
may  draw  singly  for  apartments. 
Campus  dwellers  may  include 
girls  living  off  campus  or  new 
students  as  roommates  in  living 
groups.  Otherwise,  girls  who  do 
not  live  on  campus  this  year  may 
submit  application  to  the  housing 
office  for  consideration  in  order 
of  receipt. 

Miss  McCracken  estimated  that 
drop-out  during  the  summer  will 
eventually  make  apartments 
available  to  all  present  campus 
residents  who  want  to  live  in  Her- 
itage Halls.  Approximately  55 
percent  of  the  apartments  are  re- 
served for  this  year’s  campus 
residents.

Campus  Lures 
Less  Students 
Spring  Quarter 

Brigham  Young  University 
spring  quarter  registration  as  of 
last  week  is  6,458,  down  553  from 
winter  quarter,  according  to  fig- 
ures released  this  week  by  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Men  students  outnumber  wom- 
en by  808  this  quarter.  There  are 
3,678  men  and  2,780  women,  com- 
pared to  4,019  men  and  3,082 
women  last'  quarter. 

Freshmen  retained  their  lead 
among  classes,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  2,452  compared  to  2,870 
last  quarter.  This  quarter  there 
are  1,261  freshman  men  and 
1,191  freshman  women. 

Sophomores  total  1,532  as  com- 
pared with  1,632  winter  term.  Of 
spring  total,  856  are  men  and  676 
women.  There  are  1,151  juniors, 
688  men  and  483  women.  Last 
quarter  there  were  1,198  juniors. 

Seniors  decreased  to  962  this 
quarter  from  975  during  winter. 
There  are  608  senior  men  and  354 
senior  women. 

Graduate  students  were  the  on- 
ly group  that  increased  this  quar- 
ter, jumping  from  289  to  296.  This 
group  includes  230  men  and  66 
women. 

Women  are  in  the  majority 
only  in  the  special  student  class, 
outnumbering  the  men  100  to  55. 
Special  student  total  is  155  com- 
pared with  137  last  quarter.

On  March  22  an  editorial  appeared  in  this 
newspaper  concerning  the  organization  of  student 
political  organizations  on  this  campus.  An  invita- 
tion for  interested  persons  to  leave  their  names 
and  addresses  in  the  Brigham  Young  Universe 
office  was  also  included.  Only  five  persons  respond- 
ed to  that  invitation. 

There  are  only  three  practical  explanations  for 
the  scarcity  of  interested  persons:  general  dis- 
interest, failure  to  read  the  editorial,  or  both. 

It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  in  a university 
with  an  enrollment  of  nearly  7,000  students,  only 
five  could  be  interested  in  establishing  such  needed 
institutions  as  a young  Democrat  party,  a young 
Republican  party,  and  possibly  a similar  Inde- 
pendent party.  It  is  only  because  of  this  disbelief 


that  this  editorial  is  being  published. 

Again  the  invitation  is  open  for  students  who 
are  interested  in  participating  in  student  political 
clubs  to  leave  their  names  in  the  Brigham  Young 
Universe  office,  which  is  located  in  the  basement 
of  the  Student  Service  Center.  Information  con- 
taining party  choice,  address,  telephone  number, 
and  nights  available  for  club  meetings  should  also 
be  included. 

Next  year  is  an  election  year.  Many  Brigham 
Young  University  students  are  registered  voters. 
Many  more  will  probably  be  in  the  near  future. 
Unless  clubs  are  founded  to  stimulate  political 
thought  and  interest  in  the  studentbody,  it  is 
possible  that  7,000  Americans  will  be  almost  totally 
oblivious  to  the  political  picture  in  1956.

The  Garden  of  Eden 


A familiar  diplomatic  figure 
ascends  the  ramp  of  political 
prominence  as  Sir  Anthony  Eden 
steps  into  his  new  job.  World 
leadership  claims  a new  member 
to  her  supreme  council.  This  most 
recent  affiliate,  however,  is  no 
fledgling. 

Some  critics  view  the  switch 
with  stars  in  their  eyes — contem- 
plating as  little  jolting  as  the 
changing  of  gears  in  a 1955  auto- 
matic transmission.  Others  feel 
that  Eden’s  slender  contours  may 
require  remolding  before  ade- 
quately filling  Winston  Church- 
ill’s rotund  imprint. 

If  training  and  experience  are 
criteria,  Eden  may  be  adjudged 
ready.  Appointed  Britain’s  for- 
eign Secretary  at  age  38,  he  was 
among  the  youngest  (and  most 
attractive)  diplomats  on  the  inter- 
national scene.

Patience  and  long-suffering  in 
significant  uantities  were  re- 
quired of  Eden  while  awaiting 
Churchill’s  retirement.  The  lat- 
ter’s indestructibe  spirit  frequent- 
ly prevailed  over  physical  exhaus- 
tion to  keep  him  vital.

Of  primary  importance  to 
Americans  is  the  anticipated  af- 
fect the  change  will  create  upon 
U.K.7U.S.  relations.  Eden  is  a 
conservative  and  an  avowed  ad- 
mirer of  his  predecessor.  It  will 
be  surprising  if  the  new  Prime 
Minister  fails  to  emulate  Church- 
ill wherever  possible. 

Eden  takes  the  British  reins 
with  the  confidence  of  his  people 
and  the  good  will  of  the  United 
States.  His  record  appears  replete 
with  evidences  of  genuine  love 
for  one  and  sincere  friendship 
for  the  other.

One  thing  that  has  caused  me 
some  concern  the  last  while  is 
the  apathy  of  a few  students  to- 
wards our  Honor  System.  In  one 
of  the  conversations  I had  with 
Quinn  McKay,  whom  many  re- 
member and  regard  highly,  he 
told  me  this  r “I  think  our  Honor 
System  is  one  of  the  greatest 
long-term  projects  we  have  ever 
had  on  our  campus.  You  will  find 
that  the  efforts  you  put  forth  in 
promoting  it  will  pay  off  not 


only  now,  but  for  years  to  come.” 
I think  this  is  the  general  con- 
sensus among  those  who  have 
taken  upon  themselves  the  obli- 
gation of  a responsibility  in  the 
studentbody.  I sometimes  wonder 
if  some  people  are  not  a bit  like 
the  bottom  of  a double  boiler — 
they  let  off  a lot  of  steam  with- 
out knowing  what’s  cooking.  My 
first  experience  at  Brigham 
Young  University  was  in  1948 
when  we  had  no  such  program 
as  our  present  Honor  System.  I 
feel  quite  sure  that  thinking  in- 
dividuals who  have  had  the  op- 
portunity to  contrast  that  period 
at  BYU  with  the  present  period, 
will  very  honestly  and  frankly 
tell  students  that  the  moral  cali- 
ber in  thinking  and  actions  have 
improved  to  a remarkable  degree. 
This  is  the  consequence  of  a 
variety  of  factors.  Certainly  not 
least  among  those  is  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Honor  System. 
We  are  told  that  by  their  fruits 
shall  ye  know  them,  and  by  this 
criterion  I think  we  can  know 
the  Honor  program  to  be  one 
^-worthy  of  the  effort  that  goes 
into  it.  There  are,  no  doubt,  weak- 
nesses and  difficulties  encoun- 
tered in  both  its  administration 
and  policy  planning,  but  with 
time  and  cooperation  these  things 
will  be  ironed  out  if  approached 
with  the  proper  attitude.  One  of 
our  most  capable  students,  Gor- 
don Conger,  is  at  the  helm  of  this 
organization  and  will  welcome 
gladly  well-thought-out  recom- 
mendations and  opinions. 

Time  and  space  seem  to  go  too 
rapidly,  and  although  I would 
like  to  chat  with  you  further,  I 
will  defer  our  conversation  until 
next  week.

Operated  on  a non-profit  basis, 
Rogers  reported,  any  balance  of 
money  at  the  end  of  the  trip 
will  be  used  for  the  groups’  en- 
tertainment. 

Rogers  said  plans  are  under 
way  to  offer  four  or  five  scholar- 
ships to  students  to  go  on  the 
trip  next  year.

Goddard,  who  is  featured  in 
May’s  National  Geographic  Maga- 
zine, rose  to  prominence  with 
his  “Kayaks  Down  the  Nile”  film 
several  years  ago. 

His  travels  have  taken  him  into 
44  countries  and  over  240,000 
miles.
